Council, July 16. laſk paſt; 1679, 
Beſides, the'Gentleman is furcher RR by his appearance, 
as a Wirnels for the King, in the lace Tryal of Sir George 
Wakeman, Corker, and the reſt. Nevertheleſs, becauſe his 
Name was then uſed by others, rhough with his own con- 
ſent, it is thought convenient in this Preface to the follow-

Cannot deny, but that all the while I was engaged 
in the Profeſſion of the Religion of the Church of 
Rome ; I was very unwillingly drawn to make any 
| diſcovery, -of what I knew , concerning the late 
horrid Plot and ConSþiracy , parcly becauſe the Grand Con- 
cern of the thing it ſelf, did much amaze me, for great 


 expeftances of extraordinary Events { as well as deep Sor 


rows) do rathei tie than wnlooſe the Tongne , partly alſo, 
becauſe a Brother, a Couzen Germane, and ſeveral other of 
my intimate Friends and Acquaintance, all of the Roman 
Communion, being deeply engaged therein , 1 was willing - 
{o far to conſult their ſafety , as not to be: influential ro - 
their prejudice, by-any act of mine :, To waich I ſhall 
add the concern of my Religion it {elt (then judged by me 


to be the beſt) which I knew would undergo an undele- 


ble blot of Scandal and. Reproach in caſe any diſcovery 
were made of theſe horrid actings by. irs Profeſſors , be- 
ſides the ſtain and infamy it. would afbx on my Self, and 
Family (which had hitherto lived in good repute) in caſe / 
we had been found conſcious thereunro. Buit the main of 


| the Plot having been diſcovered by others, I came to be 


further Inſtrumencal in the clearing of many Particulars 
relating thereunto, upon the Gta Robert 
Bowes of Gray's Inn Eſquire , Son to Sir Francis Bowes, 
was my Country-man and Neighbour , berwixt whom. 
and my ſelf, there had interceeded ſeveral Offices of 


ftri& Friendſhip, and nor unfrequent intercourſes by Let- 


ers; he., the ſaid Mr. Bowes wrote me one Letter, (being, 


then retired ro Reading, in obedience to his Majetie's Pros 


clamation for baniſhing all Papifts,to ſuch a diſtance, from 
London) ſignifying, that my Father was coming *p ro Lone

don from the North , his Errand being to perſwade my 
Brother (then, and yer, a Priſoner, on luſpicion of the Plot ) 
to make a diſcovery of what he knew thereof, and withall 
_ he acquainted 'me, thar it would be an acceptable Ser- 
vice to King and Country, if I would caſt in my mite ro- 
wards the compleating that diſcovery; for he did preſume, 
chat upon the account of my ſtritneſs in that Religion, 
and my acquaintance with, and intereſt in, many of the 
Eccleſua$ticks of the Roman Church , eſpecially in my Kin/- 
man Fr. William-Treland who was a principal man amongſt 
them, I muſt needs have a more than ordinary know- 
ledge of their Deſigns : and beſides, by declaring whar 
I knew, might provide for my own Indemnity , ir be- 
ing a Rule in the Law , Thar there are no Acceſſaries in. 


Treaſon, but the Conſcious as well as the AFors are all lya- 


ble to the ſame puniſhment. Being thus ſtrongly aſ- 
faulked by my Friend , I yielded to-his importunity, re- 
ſolving nevertheleſs, ſo to poize my (elf in my diſcovery, 
as to ſave my own ſtake , and yer not much to endanger 
any of my Friends. Hereupon I wrote thar Letter to 
Mir. Bowes (( in anſiver to his) dated from Reading , De- 
cember 19, 1678. which hath already been publiſhed 
in print, wherein I did ſo labour to vail and palliate the 
Truth , that doubtful expreflions mighr be taken in the 
moſt fayourable ſenſe , and that it might be perceived 


my mtention.was not to bring any on the Stage; for - 


though my Congen Ireland's being in- London , and there 
diſcourſed by me , were therein: clearly and poſitively 
aſferred (according to Truth) yer upon the firſt reſuming 


chat martrer in diſcourſe betwixt Sir Michael Wharton , Mr, 
Bowes, and my ſelf , after Ireland's Trial , I was fo ftart-- 


ted, that I was in effe&t willing to recede therefrom , ra- 
ther than caſt a Note , and imputation of falſhood on: 
fach a known Father of that Church ; bur that my own 
Hand and Letter to Mr. Bowes, would'then have witneſſed 
_ againftme, and my conſcience alſo have flown in my face, 
for denying an evideat Truth; And my ſtrong Aſſe- 
verations , - mentioned in that Letter, wherein I ſeem'pe- 
' , temptory and concluſive of my ſelf, under high Prote$ta- 
tens, as to any further knowledge in thoſe matters, de-ſtand on 


I ee wee 
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the Game foot; for at chat time; not being ſhaken in the 
Principles of the Romiſh Religion, I did count it my dury . 
toconlult for the Honour of it, by concealing the guilt of 
its Profeſſors. Beſides, my Converſation having been molt 
among the Seculars, I had not ſuch Dottrines infuſed inro 
me, as the Depoſing or Murdering of Kings ; and, what con- 
trary Principles theſe Jeſuirs, with whom I ſomerimes con- 
verſed, laboured to inſtil into me ; they did it not at firſt 
direftly, and in expreſs words, but,according to their known 
Art, by Ambages and Circumlocutions , that their Pills, thus. 
guilded , might be the berter ſwallowed ; yer ro thoſe, 
who-were acquainted with their Language, their meaning 
was eaſily intelligible , though not expreſſed in plain 
words ;- and if at any time they were more free and open. 
in their intimarions rome , yer I was then , ſo far guiley 
of humane frailty , as by my filence to ſuffer affetion to 
overſway judgment , eſpecially the Honour of my (then) 
Church, and the ſafery of my Relations, and my ſelf being * 
concerned therein ; moreover I was always looked upon 
by the Fathers of that Church, as a Perſon wholly addifted 
to Loyalty and Obedience to my lawful Sovereign, and alto- 
gether averſe from all a&tions baſe and immoral ; and 
beſides , having an univerſal love for all Mankind, I did 
rather compaſſionate their ſeduCtion from the way of Truth 
(as I then thought it) then judge it fir ro endeavour their 
conviftion by the cruel Arguments of Sword, Fire, and Fas 
got: hence it was , that I often urged ro my Couxen Jreland 
' indiſcourſe, rhe Example of Chriſt, who brought nor in ars 
matum Fvangelum, but by true Doctrine and the Example 
of a holy life,did labour ro convince the World, whoſe pattern 
ought to be our Rule; for if our Saviouw would not have 
Fire from Heaven, called down upon the Samaritans, who 
refuſed to receive him , why ſhould welabour to propa- 

- gate-our Opinions , and Religion by ways ſo contrary to 
His, and fo deftruftive ro mankind ? Indeed the diſpenſa- 
tion of the Law was adminiſtred with great terrour an 
ſeveriry, bur the GoFpel contains more of gentleneſs, leni- 
ty, and perſwaſtveneſs in its temper. "Theſe, or Diſcour- 
ſes of this nature, paſted betwixt us, and though ſome- 

| times, by the importunity of his arguings, he did extort 
from 
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from me ſome treaſonable words , - yet my heart was 
ſtill ready to.give my tongue the lie; ſuch my expreſſions, 
not proceeding from.a. calm, ſedate, and well principled 
ſpit , but. from a mind heated and agitated by diſpures, 


and which after a little pauſe and redemption from-ſuch 
excurſions , would again return to its wented temper. This 
frame of ſpirit , by divine goodneſs , - thus beſtowed on 
me, Ilook upon as a great Antidote againſt all the ſubtle 
infinuations of Mr. Ireland , and others , and which ar 
lengrh God did ſo-far further honour, as to free my capti- 
ved underſtanding from the Errors and Seduftions of that 
Church, and to enable me to ſee the falſity of that Religion 
which allows ſuch ſolemn aſſeverations on weak , tickliſh, 
| and infufficient grounds. Upon this alteration of my 
judgment, Iam reſolved, by God's permiſſion, to be more 
free and open in the Declaration (of what I know) of the
